NEW HELHI, March 30 (UP)— Rritiah foi-cGs have slowed down or halted 
the .lapHiiL'.su invasion of India at four key ]ioints on a 1-JO-mile front along the 
Indo-iiurniJi frontier, a comnuiniqiie disclosed today, while Chinese units loop- 
ed a death trap around 2,000 fiercely-resisting enemy troops in the Mogaung: 
valley of northern Burma. 

Adm. Lord l.<)iiis Moiintlmticn's communique inilicalod that tlic main British frontier 
forces liad K<inv into action willi jilanci nnd heavy artillery in a determined effort to hurl 
the invadprs Imck acro.i.i the border. 

Oni! enemy ciiliimn strikinK down from the Sonirn hillH toward Imphnl was revealed to 
have lieeii caught in an open Htretch of country —presumably in the Ukhrul area — and 

poiiiiiied savagely by Brltiah 
divebombera nnd artillerj-. 

The Japanese "suffered heavy 
cnsuoltles" In this action. Mount- 
battcn'a commimlque reported. 
Second Drive Slopped 
Further north, a second prong ot 
Llio Japanese Invasion nnnles was 
halted after 18 hourn of furious 
flghtlnii tn the dense Jungles ol the 
upper Bomra hills.

OUR LESSON AT CASSINO 

Cosslno, It l3 pointed out, haa served a: 
bitter experience from which the allies have 
learned many lessons. That the allied powers 
will "profit" from the 11-dny n.ssault that 
efldcd In laUurc Is the only nolo ol optimism 
thtit can spring from any mich reversal. We 
have chuckled to ourselves many times when 
the axis nations voiced similar "optimism" 
after taking a beating. 

Tills Is not to Imply that our fighting forces 
are Invincible, that wc should not expect to 
undergo defeat now and then, nor that there 
has been any turn of the tide against the 
allies as a result ot the GaRslno wpEct. 

But It now becomes apparent that the allies 
were over-optlmlstlo when they congratu- 
lated themselves upon having blasted Casstno 
off the map, opening up a clear road to Rome, 

The greatest lesson of all will have been 
leamcd by the American people whose wish- 
ful thinking may have led them to believe 
that the war was as good as won. 

There's no telling how many American 
lives may have been lost In the carnage of 
Ca«sIno, and now the fight remains to be 
fought all over again. Tliat's something to 
JEeep in mind whenever we start Ridding our- 
aelves into believing that the Germans and 
, Japs have been reduced to mere push-overs. 

JUVENILE INTOLEnANCE 
New York City has recently been disturbed 
. by acts . of vandalism against Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish church buildings and 
cemeteries, investigation has Indicated that 
much, ir not all, of this desecration has been 
the work of children. For this reason some 
persons have been Inclined to minimize the 
damage and defacement, or to declare It of 
no importance, 

■ It seems scarcely necessary-to answer these 
easy excuses by pointing out, that children arc 
bom without prejudice, and tliat their atti- 
tudes toward race and religion arc learned 
at home and in school, more particularly in 
the former. Such acta of vandoUsm as have 

■occurred In New York are a serious Indict- 
ment of Intolerant elders. Wc arc .supposed 
to be fighting Intolerance In this war, not 
fostering It In our children.
